WASHINGTON, March 12.—In 
a surprise move today, Senator 
Josiah W. Bailey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, chairman of the Com- 
merce Committee, offered a com- 
promise by which the pending 
Missouri Valley Authority bill 
would be referred to three com- 
mittees as to its different fea- 
tures, instead of going as a whole 
to Bailey’s Committee, as de- 


creed recently by Vice President 
_Harry S. Truman. 

Senator James FE. Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, author of the 
bill, said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that he was inclined to 
accept Bailey’s proposal, and be- 
lieved it might aid in ultimate 
passage of the measure, 

Bailey’s proposal was that his 
Commerce Committee handle the 
navigation and flood control sec- 
tions of the MVA measure; that 
the Irrigation and Reclamation 
Committee take charge of those 
two features; and that the other 
parts of the bill go to the Agri- 
culture and Forestry Committee. 
The three committees, he pro- 
posed, would have the bill for 
consecutive 60-day periods, in the 
order named. 

Bailey’s plan was offered at the 
conclusion of his reply to Mur- 
ray’s speech asking the Senate to 
discharge the Commerce Commit- 
tee from further consideration of 
the MVA bill and to refer it to the 
more experienced Agriculture 
Committee. 

Truman referred the bill to the 
Commerce Committee, although 
Murray had requested him to send 


it to the Agyiculture Committee, | 


which handled all Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority legislation and other 
regional development projects. 
Compromise Likely to Prevail. 
The Murray motion to discharge 
and RBailey’s compromise were 
offered during’ the “morning 
hour,” which ended before a vote 
could be had on either. Murray’s 
motion was placed on the Senate 
calendar and can be brought up

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LONDON, March 12 (AP). 
Premier Stalin announced tonight 
the capture of Kuestrin, key Oder 
River fortress town 39 miles east 
of Berlin. 

The fall of Kuestrin was an- 
nounced in an order of the day 
addressed to Marshal Gregory K. 
Zhukov, commander of the First 
White Russian Army, which now 


is arrayed along the Oder from 
Crossen, southeast of the German 
capital, to Stettin Bay on the 
north. 

The key strongpoint, which the 
Germans had said must be liqui- 
dated before the Russians would 
begin the actual assault on Ber- 
lin, fell after a week of bitter 
fighting which culminated in 
street-by-street destruction of the 
citadel by divebombers, artillery 
and assault teams with bazookas, 
mortars and flamethrowers. 

Stalin also announced that 
troops of Marshal Konstantin K. 
Rokossovsky’s Second White Rus- 
sian Army had thrown an arc 
about Danzig on its land sides and 


smashed to the Gulf of Danzig at 
a point 12 miles north of Gdynia. 

Marshal Stalin disclosed the 
fall of three cities. —~Putzig (Puck), 
12 miles north of Gdynia; Neu- 
stadt (Wejherowo), 12 miles north- 
west of Gdynia, and the Vistula 
River communications center of 
Tczew, 17 miles south of Danzig. 


Gdynia and Danzig are ports on 
the Baltic at the head of the one- 
time Polish corridor.

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP). 
The National Labor Relations 
Board disclosed plans today to es- 
tablish 4000 polling places through- 
out the United States to conduct 


a strike vote among 400,000 soft 
coal miners on March 28. 


The strike vote was ordered by 
the boad as a result of notice by 
John L. Lewis, United Mine Work- 
ers’ president, that a dispute ex- 
isted under terms of the Smith- 
Connally War Labor Disputes 
Act, necessitating a ballot in 30 
days. 

The board will hire 4000 special 
agents for a minimum of three 
days, at an estimated cost of $300,- 
000, to supplement its normal staff 
of 140 field examiners. 

The miners will vote on their 
own time to avoid any loss of coal 


'production, the NLRB said. 

| The nation has been divided into 
'100 geographical regions, which in 
turn will be divided into voting 
precincts. At each polling place 
a board representative will super- 
vise the distribution and casting 
of ballots. 

The results are expected to be 
announced on the morning of 
March 29, despite the fact that it 
| will be the largest single election 
ever taken by the agency. 

Operators and union representa- 
tives now are negotiating a con- 
'tract to take the place of the one 
expiring March 31.

12 Boys Pray for, Write Allied 
Chiefs, Get 63 Letters From Them, 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 12 (AP). 
—Back in 1942, as the Japs ad- 
vanced toward Australia, Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur wasn’t too 
busy to write to a small] group of 
boys in Atlanta to thank them for 
their prayers. 

“With Divine guidance,” Mac- 
Arthur wrote, “we cannot fail.” 

So the 12 boys in James Worth- 
ington’s Sunday school class at 
Capitol View Methodist Church 
began praying for the Allied lead- 
ers, and they wrote to them tell- 
‘ing of their prayers. 

Thus far the boys have a collec- 
tion of 63 letters from generals 
and statesmen. A movement has 
been started to preserve the col- 
lection at Emory University here. 

“Not one of those who received 
our letters failed to reply,” said 
Worthington. “What impressed 
me most was the dates of the let- 
ters. Many, as borne out by news 
dispatches, were written in the 
midst of battle.” 

As the Fifth Army pressed on 
Rome, Lt. Gen. Mark Clark wrote 
‘saying that he was “making ar- 


rangements to have your letter to 
Marshal Tito delivered to him 
somewhere in Yugoslavia.” 

British Marshal Sir Bernard 
Montgomery answered: “I need 
the prayers of you boys.” He sent 
the boys’ letter to his brother, 
Chaplain Colin Montgomery, who 
later visited the class while in 
this country. 

A letter from Maj. Gen. Roy §&. 
Geiger of the Marines, during bit- 
ter fighting on Guam, said: “It is 
comforting and inspiring ... to 


know that we are never forgotten 
in your prayers.” 

There are dozens of other let- 
ters—from Gens. Eisenhower, Pat- 
ton, Hodges, Marshall; Adms,-Nim- 
itz and Halsey; French Gen. Juin 
and Archibald Wavell, Viceroy of 
India. 

Each Sunday the boys meet and 
pray, individually, for the Allied 
leaders. There are 143 now on 
their list.

Enemy Caught Off 
Guard, MacArthur 
Says—vU. S. Losses Re- 
ported Light in the 
First 24 Hours. 


MANILA, March 12 (AP). 
Douglas MacArthur §an- 
nounced today that American 
| troops had landed at the south- 
eastern tip of Mindanao, second 
largest Philippine island, and front 
dispatches disclosed that tank-led 
| Yanks had driven within two 
‘miles of the municipal center of 
the city of Zamboanga, after cap- 
turing an air strip within a half 


hour following the invasion Satur- 
day (Philippine time). 


MacArthur’s announcement, con- 
firming an action which the Japa- 
nese radio had previously report- 
ed, said the bulk of the enemy 
garrison was caught off guard 
and fled to the hills in disorder. 


He said that the operation, di- 
rected against the southernmost 
of the Philippines, gives United 
States forces “control of the entire 
length of the western shores of 
the Philippines . . a distance of 
approximately 800 miles. The 
blockade of the South China Sea 
and the consequent cutting off of 
the Japanese conquest to the 
south is intensifying.” 

Russel Brines, Associated Press 
correspondent with the invasion 
forces, reported from Zamboanga 
that the 162d and elements of the 
163d regiments of Maj. Gen. Jens 
A. Doe’s Forty-first Division also 
had crossed two-thirds of San 
Roque air strip, the principal field 
in the area,

LAID ON NAGOYA BY B-298S 


300 Big Planes Leave 5 
Square Miles Fiercely 
Burning in Japanese 
Aircraft Center.

TWENTY-FIRST BOMBER 
COMMAND HEADQUARTERS, 
Guam, March 12 (AP).—Speeding 
over their target at only 5000 feet 
altitude, 300 B-29s today poured 
2000 tons of incendiary bombs on 
Nagoya, Japan’s greatest war- 
plane producing center and third 
largest city. 

Pilots said they started raging 
fires which converted a_ five- 
square-mile area into an inferno 
and raged unchecked hours after- 
ward. The Tokyo radio admitted 
the flames burned 10 hours, but 
claimed they were “nearly” con- 
trolled by 10 a. m. 


The first Superfortresses struck 
a just aft@® midnight, Tokyo 
time—barely 48 hours after the 
first 300-plane incendiary raid 
devastated a 15-8square-mile area 
of central Tokyo. Fires from Sat- 
urday’s holocaust still were smol- 
dering in the Japanese capital. 


Only one B-29 was lost over the 
target in today’s raid despite the 
low level of the attack and the 
number participating. All other 
planes returned safely, Twenty- 
first Bomber Command Head- 
quarters announced. 

It was disclosed by headquar- 
ters that 2300 tons of incendiaries 
were dropped in the Tokyo raid— 
an increase of 1000 tons over the 
figure listed in unofficial  esti- 
mates last Saturday.

PRESIDENT VARGAS OF BRAZIL 
WON'T SEEK RE-ELECTION 


Campaign Apparently Thrown 
Wide Open By Announcement 
He Isn’t Candidate. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, March 12 
(AP).—Brazil’s impending presi- 
dential campaign apparently was 
thrown wide open today by Pres- 
ident Getulio Vargas’s announce- 
ment that he would not be a can- 
didate for re-election. 

Vargas made his announcement 
at a luncheon given yesterday by 
600 Brazilian newspaper men as a 
testimonial to the President for 
establishing a minimum wage 
scale for newspaper workers. 

Vargas had announced March 1 
that he would fix within 90 days 
the date of a general election— 
the first to be held in Brazil since 
he became head of the govern- 
ment in 1980.

F, D,R. ASKS SENATE TO RATIFY 
WORLD CIVIL AVIATION TREATY 


U. S. Would Be Member of Body 
Which Could Act to Settle 
Disputes. 

WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt sent to the 
Senate today, with a request for 
ratification, a treaty on interna- 
tional civil aviation concluded at 
an international conference at 

Chicago last Dec. 7. 

Ratification of the convention 
would make this country a mem- 


ber of an international civil avia- | 


tion organization whose functions 
are primarily ministerial and ad- 
visory, but which could be used to 
arbitrate disputes and _ enforce 
them by suspending a non-con- 
forming state. Twenty-six na- 
tions must ratify the treaty be- 
fore it becomes effective. 

This country already has ac- 
cepted as executive agreements 
provisions of the Chicago confer- 
ence calling for a temporary 
world body and for a mutual ex- 
change of certain air carrier priv- 
ileges set out in the convention's 
so-called “freedom’ s documents.”

Shell Hits Near 


Hodges as He 
Crosses Rhine 


General Unhurt, 
Inspects U. 5S. 
Bridgehead.

EAST OF THE RHINE, March 
11 (Delayed) (AP), Lt. Gen. 
Courtney H. Hodges crossed into 
the Rhine bridgehead today amid 
a rain of enemy shellfire. One 
shell landed within 50 feet of the 
First Army commander. 

The general spent an hour in- 
specting the bridgehead which his 
soldiers were extending on the 
flanks while meeting rock-hard 
pressure in the middle. No one 
was injured when the shell ex- 
ploded. 

The Germans have not given up 
the idea that they can knock out 
the Remagen bridge. They are 
shelling the entire countryside in 
an effort to hit it, but the Ameri- 
can stuff still keeps moving 
across. Twice in the past 30 min- 
utes single German planes have 
come down the river and made 
passes at the sturdy structure. 

One good clear day to enable 
American fighter-bombers to bat- 
ter the perimeter of the bridge- 
head would make all the differ- 
ence in the world. 

Hodges’ forces have a powerful 
punch building up, but the Ger- 
mans must have a great deal of 
power moving in here to meet it. 
If the sun would dispel the smoky 
mist which drapes these hills so 
that Mustangs and Thunderbolts 
could go to work on some of these 
Mark IVs and 88s the march to 
Berlin from the west would be 
on.

Essen and Dortmund Hit 
on Successive Days by 
R, A, F.—Yanks Bomb 
Baltic Port. 


LONDON, March 12 (AP). 
More than 1000 Royal Air Force 
Lancasters and Halifaxes dropped 
5000 tons of bombs on Dortmund 
in the Ruhr today while 2100 
American planes battered the Bal- 
tic port of Swinemuende and other 
targets. 

Today’s attack on Dortmund 
was on the same scale as yester- 
day’s attack on Essen, which was 
the heaviest daylight assault ever 
made by the R. A. F. on a single 
target. An R. A. F. spokesman 
described Essen as a dead city 
after the attack. 

The main force of Britain-based 
American heavy bombers 650 
strong-—dropped 1625 tons of high 
explosives on the German U-boat 
and naval base in direct support 
of Russian armies reported only 
15 miles away. Swinemuende is 
35 miles northwest of besieged 
Stettin. 

The rest of the 1350 American 
heavy bombers split up for at- 
tacks on rail yards behind the 
Western front, 

Liberators and Flying Fortresses 
from Italy bombed installations in 
the Vienna area while medium 
bombers ranged over Northern 
Italy, blocking the Brenner Pass 
rail line for the forty-fifth straight 
day. 

A Royal Air Force spokesman 
credited Allied bombers based in 
Britain with laying waste to more 
than 450 square miles of. the 
Ruhr.

PARIS, March 12 (AP).— 
First Army troops, lashing out 
an hour before dawn today in- 
their first co-ordinated attack 
since seizing their Rhine 
bridgehead, deepened and wid.

Backed by tanks and heavy ar~ 
tilery which had been concen< 
trated in the bridgehead, the 
oe went into action at

The thrust to the east carried 
beyond Ginsterhahn, three miles 
east of Linz and astride a valu- 
able north-south road. The dough- 
boys were within three miles of 
superhighway which runs 
north to the Ruhr. 

The bpidgeheed by today’s gains 
was expanded to a depth of four 
and one half miles and a width of 
11 miles, and the Germans said Lt. 
Gen. Courtney H. Hodges had suc- 
ceeded in building up his east- 
Rhine force to two tank and two 
infantry divisions or more than 
40,000 men. 

Fighting in Honnef. 

Hargarten, three and one half 
miles east of the capture Luden- 
dorff bridge at Remagen, was 
overrun in the advance and the 
Americans were fighting in Hoen- 
ningen, six miles south of Re- 
magen, Associated Press Corre- 
spondent Don Whitehead reported. 
Fighting also was going on in 
Honnef, a town of 9000 population 
five miles north of Remagen. 

Nine or more towns east of the 
Rhine were in American hands, 
including the river port of Linz, 
which has a population of 5200. 

American men and equipment 
moved steadily across the Rhine, 
some by the shell-raked Luden- 
dorff bridge and some by assault 
boats. 

American gains drove the Ger- 
mans back from direct observa- 
tion of fire on the bridge. Ger- 
man heavy and medium guns stilt 
were firing methodically at the 
structure. 

The Germans have scored sev- 
eral shell hits on the bridge but 
failed to knock it out. Heavy traf- 
fic in American arms continued 
to pour across, 


It was not likely that at this 
stage of the operation Hodges 
still was depending on a single 
bridge at Remagen. Pontoon 
bridges could easily have been 
thrown across the Rhine along 
the stretch held by the Ameri- 
cans. The Germans said _ the 
Americans had built § several 
emergency bridges in the area. 


The enemy said a large scale 
British attempt to cross the lower 
Rhine was imminent. Increased 
artillery and reconnaissance were 
noted in the 40-mile stretch be- 
tween Emmerich and Nijmegen, 
where the Allies for two days 
have maintained heavy smoke 
screens to shield their movements 
and preparations from German 
eyes. 

Supreme headquarters main- 
tained silence about the Eifel 
pocket where the First and Third 
Armies were mopping up the last 
of some 23,000 Germans who 
failed to escape across either the

Perhaps sig- 
nificantly, the Zamboanga penin- 
sula is only 200 miles northeast of 
Japanese-held Borneo, one of the 
world’s richest sources of oil, 

Gains on Luzon, 

On Luzon Island, meanwhile, the 
First Cavalry and Sixth Infantry 
‘divisions pressed their systematic 
reduction of Japanese caves and 
pillboxes along the bitterly-con- 
tested Antipolo-Wawa line on the 
Marikina watershed east of Ma- 
nila.

Poltava Last Summer, Story Held Up 
by Censors Reveals.

His first account of the 
Nazi raid, written on the spot 
immediately afterward, was held 
up by United States Army cen- 
sors, aS was a second one, Regu- 
lar channels carried reports of an 
Eighth Air Force raid on Berlin 
last June 21 and described it as 
a Britain-to-Russia shuttle opera- 
tion.

969 United States soldiers and 227 
officers left the Russian Black Sea 
port in steamers which also car- 
ried 1391 Britons and 826 French * 
nationals. At present there are 
2000 United States soldiers and 250 
officers in Odessa which has been 
turned into a transit camp for Al- 
lied nationals liberated in Western 
Poland and Eastern Germany by 
the Red Army. The center’s pop- 
ulation also includes 2200 British 
officers and men as well as 5000 
French soldiers and civilians, in- 
cluding women and children. 

There is a continual stream of 
new Allied arrivals by train and 
plane, said Pravda.

A spokesman for the industry 
said electricians refused to turn 
on generators at 20th Century-Fox 
and RKO studios. Picket lines 
were established at all major stu- 
dios, but only two suffered a full 
stoppage, he said. The dispute 
involves union representation of 
ecreen set designers. 

Herbert Sorrell, president of the 
conference of studio unions, which 
voted the strike, said the work 
stoppage would “tie those studios 
up in a knot, and the only one 
who can stop us is Unr'le Sam 
himself.” 

Sorrell boasted that, within two 
or three days, production. of 
movies would be cut in half. Only 
studios not affected by the strike 
are Technicolor, where no set de- 
signers are at work, Walt Disney, 
Monogram and Producer. Releas- 
ing Corporation. 

The AFL painters’ union, Local 
1421, a member of the vonference 
of studio unions, has been desig- 
nated by the War Labor Board 
as bargaining agent for the set 
designers, pending final decision 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board, but the International Al- 
liance of Theatrical and Stage 
Employes (AFL) also claims juris- 
diction. 

Asked if he anticipated Govern- 
ment intervention, Sorrell said he 
thought not, “especially since the 
Montgomery Ward case wound up 
the way it did.” 

The Executive Committee of the 
Screen Actors’ Guild was to meet 
today to canvass the strike situa- 
tion, but until the aciors vote on 
the issue, Guild members will 
have to decide individually 
whether they pass through picket 
lines, said Executive Secretary 
John Dales Jr. 

This same jurisdictional squab- 
ble last October: caused a work 
stoppage for six days, involving 
750 workers. Today’s walkout 
overrides the request of the WLB 
to hold action in abeyance until 
further consideration of the case 
this week. 

Strike Call. 

Sorrell called the walkout late 
last night at a mass meeting of 
1500 workers in the Hollywood 
Legion Stadium. 

“Continued delays by Govern- 
ment agencies, aided by motion 
picture producers, no longer. can 
be overlooked,” Sorrell said. 

A spokesman for the producers 
said they were powerless to pre- 
vent the strike. He said the fight 
between the two AFL unions was 
over the “set decorators’ union 
that is made up of only 72 men, 
and does not involve wages, hours, 
working conditions or any other 
matter within the power of the 
employer to give or withhold.” 

Pledged in support of the walk- 
out, said a union statement, were 
painters, carpenters, machinists, 
electricians and members of the 
@creen players union. 

Sorrell said work would not be 
halted on Government war films.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 12.— 
Two St. Louisans who are coming 
home from a Japanese prison 
camp on Luzon consider them- 
selves among the luckiest of all 
the defenders of Bataan. 

Maj. Matt P. Dobrinic and Cpl. 
George McHale spent almost three 
years in notorious Cabanatuan 


prison, but they were not subject- 
ed to the “March of Death” in 
wihch many American soldiers 
perished. 

Liberated in a daring comman- 
do raid last Jan, 30, the two are 
undergoing a physical checkup at 
Letterman General Hospital here 
before setting out on the final lap 
of their long journey home. 


Dobrinic is the son of Mrs. 
Mary Dobrinic, 335 North Euclid 
avenue. McHale is the son of 
Mrs. Kathryn McHale, 1572 North 
Twenty-third street, East St. 
Louis. 

When the war started, Dobrinic 
was a First Lieutenant stationed 
at Santo Tomas Batangas. After 
fighting on the beaches at An- 
timonan, survivors of his unit 
made their way to Bataan and 
Corregidor, and Dobrinic was per- 
mitted to remain on the island 
after the final surrender. 


Worked in Power Plant, 

“I was with some engineers,” 
he said. “We worked cleaning up 
the island and repairing the roads. 
We had quite a lot of freedom, 
there being only a handful of Jap- 
anese there. They were regular 
Japanese, not the Formosa Japs, 
and weren't so tough. Besides, 
they depended on us to keep the 
power and electric plants going. 
The food wasn't too bad, and we 
were stealing everything the Jap- 
anese had. But when they sent 
me to ‘Cabanatuan, that was a 
different story.” 

The Japanese assigned Dobrinic 
to two types of work at the prison 
camp, 

“One was a barefoot job, work- 
ing on the farm,” he said. “The 
other was a shoe job, cutting 
wood, and it was the toughest 
work of all. Rank didn’t mean a 
thing. There was no difference 
between a private, a lieutenant 


colonel, chaplain, doctor or anyone 
else.” 

Hiking 10 kilometers from the 
prison camp to the wood lots, Do- 
brinic cut wood until July, 1944, 
when he was sticken with dysen- 
tery. After that he remained in 
camp until the Rangers freed 
him. 

Work and prison food combined 
to reduce Dobrinic from the 218 
pounds he weighed before the war 
began to 136 pounds. He now 
weighs 197, 

Beaten Once With Club. 

He was beaten only once dur- 
ing his imprisonment, he said. A 
farm guard struck him over the 
head with a club, leaving a gash. 
“There was no excuse for it,” he 
said. “A group of us was waiting 
for tools when the guard came up 
swinging. He hit about 30 of us. 
Of course, we couldn’t hit back.” 

McHale, a Medical Corpsman, 
was attached to a Bataan hospital 
which had cared for Japanese 
casualties. A Japanese genera] in- 
spected the hospital and ordered 
the American staff to carry on. 
Later the hospital unit was moved 
to Camp O’Donnel and given .the 
task of cleaning up the camp. 
After cleaning up this site and 
another camp where Filipinos 
were housed, the unit was sent 
to Cabanatuan, 

“T was assigned to work on air- 
fields and on the farm there,” 
McHale said. “The farm, oper- 
ated by prison labor, produced 
enough food to feed all the men 
—if they had received it. We'd 
plant sweet potatoes, The Japs 
would take the potatoes and give 
us the tops. It was the same 
with radishes and onions.” 

McHale was stricken with ma- 
laria in prison and ran a tem- 
perature of 107 degrees, but man- 
aged to beg some quinine, and re- 
covered. His weight at one time 
fell to 95 pounds, but is now 147. 

Dobrinic, McHale and 272 others 
liberated from Cabanatuan were 
publicly feted today in a huge 
civic celebration. The program in- 
cluded a Palace Hotel luncheon 
for which the OPA granted 2400 
meat ration points. The celebra- 
tion marked the end of the hos- 
pital seclusion period for the lib- 
erated men, who will be on their 


own before returning to Letter- 
man for final checkups.

NEW YORK ANTIDISCRIMINATION 
MEASURE SIGNED BY DEWEY 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 12 
(AP).—The nation’s first antidis- 
crimination law, making religious 


or racial discrimination in hiring 
employes a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by j@l sentences, went on 
New York's statute books today. 
Gov. Dewey set his name to the 
Ives-Quinn bill in the presence of 
State officials and the two spon- 
sors of the measure.

Task Simplified by W-2 

The “task of making a Federal 
return has been greatly simplified 
for many taxpayers. Form W-2, 
a withholding receipt provided by 
the employer, may be used as the 
income tax return by the taxpayer 
whose total income was less than 
$5000, consisting wholly of wages 
shown on withholding receipt or 
of such wages and not more than

interest,

that is necessary is to fill out and 
send in Form W-2, leaving it to 
the Government to do the com- 


puting and mail a bill (or a refund |- 


if the amount withheld from 
wages has exceeded the tax). In| 
using Form W-2, however, it is 
important to list the exemptions 
asked for on the back of the form 
and sign the abbreviated return, 
which many taxpayers have neg- 
lected to do. 
Form 1040 for Others. 


The taxpayer who does not qual- | 


ify for use of Form W-2 files 
Form 1040, to which the W-2 with- 
holding receipt received from the 
employer must be attached. Form 
1040 is in four pages, as in the 
past, but it now contains both a 
table for ready calculation of 
taxes by persons with less than 
$5000 income, regardless of source 
of income, and a computation 
method for use by others. Those 
employing the table will be able 
to convert Form 1040 into a short 
form by using only one sheet. 

Those using Form 1040 must pay 
any balance of tax due with the 
return. 

Declaration on °45 Income. 

Filing of a declaration on esti- 
mated Federal tax for 1945 by 
Thursday is required if 1945 in- 
come from wages subject to with- 
holding is expected to exceed $5000 
Plus $500 for each surtax ex- 
emption except the taxpayer's own. 
The declaration also is required 
if one expects to receive in wages 
not subject to withholding — for 
example, pay for agricultural la- 
bor or domestic service—or in in- 
come from a business or profes- 
sion, rents, dividends, interest or 
gains from property transactions, 
more than $100 of an income 
amounting to $500 or more. 

The declaration is filed on Form 
1040-ES, and must be accompanied 
by at least a one-fourth payment 
of estimated tax in cases where 
income is not subject to withhold- 
ing, or at least one-fourth of the| 
amount by which estimated in-.

No payment is due with filing

No Decision on Quarantine. 

A decision on whether to quaran- 
tine children found to have the 
disease was not reached, the May- 
or said, but they may be assigned 
to a special school.

Hickey said it was held to be 
easier to control the disease if 
the children could be kept under 
supervision, pointing out that in 
the course of the long series of 
treatments they would be apt to 
break the quarantine and expose 
others. 

The Mayor said the acquisition 
of additional diagnostic lamps for 
use in. special clinics was recom- 
mended ,and that a survey would 
be made to find out if any are 
available in war _ plants. The 
schools have ordered three of 
these lamps and the city two. 

Dr. Engman, president of the 
medical board of Barnard Free 
Skin and Cancer Hospital, and Dr. 
Moore, doctor of philosophy and 
mycologist at Barnard, have said 
there is danger of the disease 
reaching epidemic proportions. It 
most serious consequence is per-

Cases at Herzog School. 
Hickey said the number of cases 
in the schools was not known, but 
that the disease seemed to be 
prevalent in the northwest part of 
the city, with a “fair amount” of 
cases reported at the Herzog 
School, 5831 Pamplin avenue. 
Alex Abert, 1819 Cambridge lane, 
vice president of the Herzog 
School Patrons’ Association, whose 
6-year-old daughter, Jane, was 
withdrawn from the first grade 
three weeks ago, when it was 
found she had contracted the dis- 


ease, said the association had 
passed a resolution asking for a 
quarantine, 

This will be presented tonight 
at a meeting of the Public School 
Patrons’ Alliance, to which the 
Herzog group sends two delegates. 
The resolution asks, in addition to 
a quarantine, that an educational 
program regarding the disease be 
undertaken. 

Abert said he had been ad- 
vised the treatment for the dis- 
ease would be long and expensive, 
and that the child was subjected 
to the embarrassment of having 
her hair cut off. He added he did 
not know she had contracted it 
until he observed a small bald 
spot. This spot, under the spe- 
cial diagnostic light used at Bar- 
nard, “looked like phosphorous 
and was the ugliest thing I ever 
want to lay my eyes on,” Abert 
said. 

No Scalf Inflammation. 


Dr. Engman said there was no 
scalp inflammation and no way 
for parents to recognize the 
disease until the hair began to 
fall out in spots. The only ef- 
fective remedy known in most in- 
stances, he said, is use of the 
X ray, which removes the hair and 
the ringworm spore with it. The 
hair will grow back, he said. 

The disease was observed in the 
Springfield (Ill.) schools last Sep- 
tember, and measures to prevent 
its spread were taken shortly 
thereafter, Superintendent of 
Schools Bruce E, Wheeler told 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Children found to have the dis- 
ease are required to wear ban- 
dages, hats or other head cover- 
ings, Wheeler said. Directions are 
issued to parents and a close 
check is kept with the patient’s 
physician. Wheeler said there 
were about 200 cases among the 
8500 elementary school children. 


The disease, which has been 
prevalent in the East, was re- 
ported in the St. Louis schools by 
Dr, Tate last Thursday.

Red Cross War Fund contribu- 
tions of $1,178,344, or 43 per cent 
of the St. Louis and St. Louis 
County goal of $2,740,000, were re- 
ported today by Walter Boehmer, 
campaign chairman.

Marvin Jones Writes 
That, If Any Employe 
Is Found Guilty, He 
Will Be Prosecuted. 


WASHINGTON, March 12 (AP). 
~-War Food Administrator Mar- 
vin Jones said today that any 
Commodity Credit Corporation em- 
ploye found to have given confi- 
dential tips to market speculators 
would be fired and prosecuted. 

His statement was addressed to 
Chairman Spence (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, of the House Banking 
Committee, after Republicans 
charged that grain speculators 
have made millions through “‘scan- 
dalous” tipoffs on impending CCC 
action. “ 

The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation is making an inquiry, but 
Jones did not discuss this. 

His letter was pressented to the 
House, after Republicans had in- 
dicated a move to hold up exten- 
sion of the life of CCC, the farm 
price support agency, until a thor- 
ough investigation is made of the 
charges. 

“IT want to assure you and 
through you the members of Con- 
gress,” Jones wrote, “that we are 
going to the bottom of these 
charges, secure the facts and, if 
any evidence is found of crim- 
inality or improper conduct on 
the part of any official or em- 
ployes, I shall promptly remove 
them and shall ask that proceed- 
ings be instituted to punish them 
if the facts justify such action.” 

Frank Hancock, CCC head, dis- 
closed last week that three CCC 
employes already have been “sep- 
arated” from their jobs. 

Jones’ letter continued: “The 
great quantities of food that must 
be made available and the speed 
with which it must be handled 
make it impossible to avoid some 
mistakes as well as losses.... 

“It is significant that not a 
single battle has had to be post- 
poned because of a lack of food. 
At the same time, no one has gone 
hungry in this country. ... 

“We assure the Congress again 
that we will bend every effort to 
avoid losses and to prevent mis- 
handling in so far as it is human- 


ly possible to do so without undue 
delay in getting this food to ship-| 
side and make it available to our | 
own and Allied soldiers at the| 
battlefront.”

WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
President Roosevelt today nom- 
inated Circuit Judge Albert A. 
Ridge of Kansas City to be 
United States District Judge in 
the Western District of Missouri 
to fill the vacancy left by the 
death of Judge Merrill E. Otis. 

The selection was no surprise, 
inasmuch as Vice President Harry 
S. Truman last January had made 
public letters sent to the Presi- 
dent and to Attorney General 
Francis Biddle recommending the 
nomination. 

Judge Ridge, who is 43 years 
old, is a political protege and 
former office associate of James 
P. Aylward, former Democratic 
national committeeman. His ap- 
pointment to the circuit bench 
in 1934 to succeed the late Judge 
James R. Page was made through 
the sponsorship of Aylward and 
Tom Pendergast, who was then 
approaching the height of his 
power as State Democratic boss. 

Judge Ridge was elected in 1936 
and re-elected in 1942. He had 
won a reputation as an able judge, 
and was never the target of the 
reform movement ni Kansas City. 

He served overseas in the last 
war as a bugler in Truman’s bat- 
tery, the 129th Field Artillery. He 
and the Vice President are close 

James Pendergast, nephew of

ment of William G. Boatright, who 
served without compensation as a 
vote fraud defense attorney, to the 
Federal judgeship.

Americans, Chuckling, Tell Virginia Irwin, 
‘They’ve Got Us Syrrounded Again’ — 
Germans Quit by Thousands but Allies 
Are Too Busy to Herd Them to Camps.

WITH THE FOURTH ARMORED DIVISION AT THE RHINE, 
March 9 (Delayed) (By Wireless). 
AM writing this story at a combat command headquarters of the 
Fourth Armored Division, within sight of the Rhine. 
days now, I have been watching what I am sure will go down 
in history as one of the most fabulous military maneuvers ever exe-

cuted. 


Last Monday morning, March 5, the hard-bitten, horny-handed 
tankers of the Fourth Armored kicked off from the little German 
village of Erdorf, not far from the demolished kraut city of Bitburg. 


Fifty-eight hours later they were 


sheer bluff they had cut through six German divisions to run a 


spear shaft to the Rhine Valley. 


on their unprotected flanks into one of the greatest routs yet re- 
corded. And, while they were doing all this, provided some of the 
greatest comedy yet to be seen or heard of in this war. 

When I went up with the Fourth Armored boys to division head- 
quarters 48 hours ago, the German dtad lay behind us for 35 miles. 
The smoke of burning German vehicles and oil dumps cut across 
the one main road like a dense fog. Everywhere there were German 
soldiers, scared witless, begging to be taken prisoners. 
cf two, five 10 or 50 they came out of the woods, too surprised and 
scared to care about anything except to make sure the Americans 
understood that they were there to surrender. 


As I write this there is one sen- 
tence that keeps popping into my 
mind. It is not good newspaper 
writing for a reporter to use the 
word “privilege.” But it is so and 
I have got to say it: “I have been 
privileged to see one of the most 
spectacular military maneuvers in 
history.” 

It is no longer a military secret 
that, at any time during this 
drive, these tough terrain-grey- 
hounds of the Fourth Armored 
might have been cut off by the 
Germans. As a matter of fact, 
with the nearest infantry support 
35 miles behind us, the Fourth 
Armored men sat in a German 
town night before last and said 
to me: “They have got us sur- 
rounded again, poor bastards.” 
The word “again” was the only 
thing they had added to the 
phrase since they were surrounded 
and fought their way out of 
Rennes in what now seems the 
forgotten battle of Brittany. 


4000 Captives in Two Days. 

It was not a comfortable feeling 
sitting up with these tankers at 
the fingertip of this attenuated 
spearhead only as wide as the 
road we had traveled. Not even 
Lt. Col. Harry Brown of Bucklin, 
Mo., for many years district man- 
ager of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. at 2654 Locust 
street, St. Louis, could estimate 
the number of Germans on our 
flanks. “But I can tell you the 
number of prisoners and stuff we 
took in the first 48 hours,” the 
Colonel laughed. And then he 
reeled off these figures: 4000 pris- 
oners, 1000 kraut vehicles, an ord- 
nance depot intact, the equivalent 
of a battalion of enemy artillery, 
a still untotaled number of enemy 
tanks, self-propelled guns, horse- 
drawn guns and_ uninventoried 
stores of Heine equipment. 

The picture of this war up here 
{is nothing if not fantastic. The 
Fourth Armored, sitting here on 
the Rhine, has so many prisoners 
it cannot haul them back to the 
prisoner-of-war cages, So there is 
nothing for the captured krauts 
to do but take off on foot back to 
the rear. 

Everywhere, as I traveled today 
up to the most favored forward 
tank position, the krauts are get- 
ting in the way of military traffic. 
In their stumbling long overcoats 
they march in straggling columns 
with their “leader” waving a white 
flag on a stick like a way-station 
depot master trying to flag a fast 
freight. 

In the towns that have been 
captured in the last 72 hours I 
have seen “surrender” flags made 
out of everything from a frau- 
lein’s camisole to a lace-trimmed 
pillow case. 7 

In one town this morning, still 
under enemy fire from an isolated 
“battery” of six enemy 105s, I met 
Lt. Charles Webb of 4529 Claxton 
avenue, St. Louis. Lt. Webb inter- 
rupted his chore as communica- 
tions officer for one combat com- 
mand of the Fourth Armored to 
take me around to see a pair of 
woman's drawers tied to the tines 
of a pitchfork and fluttering from 
a second-story window as a sign 
of surrender. 

It is hard to do justice to the 
spirit of the men of the Fourth 
Armored Division. When I sat 
at a lousy meal of C ration chow, 
washed down with glasses of cap- 
tured German beer, with them last 
night, they reveled in the position 
of being able to say: “They have 
got us surrounded again, poor bas- 
tards.” Use of the word bastards 
is famous in the Third Army. 


Fourth a Sporting Outfit. 

In battle they are probably the 
most serious bunch of fighting 
men you'd ever see. There is a 
clockwork precision about every- 
thing they do. They tolerate no 
nonsense when there is work to 
be done. But they delight in get- 
ting themselves into the “damned- 
est places.” It is a sporting out- 
fit. For instance, in one town in 
which the Germans forewarned 
that the Fourth Armored was 
heading through, decided to re- 
sist, the tankers sent in a light 
tank. In this tank was a division 
member of psychological warfare. 
The fanatic German lieutenant. 
who was going to defend Hitler's 
hallowed ground with one anti- 
aircraft down the road outside of 
town near a road block, was ad- 
dressed after a gentlemanly inter-

val dedicated to letting the krauts 
make up their minds and the tank- 
ers to smoking a cigarette. Then 
the Fourth Armored ran over the 
ack-ack battery with their tanks. 

The Fourth Armored have no 
idea how many krauts they killed 
in this dash to the Rhine. And I 
think they will never know the 
number of prisoners they have 
taken, actually, Everywhere are 
French, Poles, Bulgars, Italians, 
Czechs, Serbs trudging doggedly 
on foot back to the rear by the 
hundreds. Too far forward for 
infantry support and transporta- 
tion the Fourth Armored could 
only say to these men, found in 
German labor or prisoner of war 
Camps or perhaps forced to serve 
in the German Army: “If you are 
not a German, take off. Sorry 
we can’t give you a lift, but we 
have to get the Jerry prisoners 
back out of our way.” 


Actually, there is not enough 
transportation even for the Ger- 
man prisoners and in little groups 
they come up to the nearest jeep, 
tank or armored car and ask the 
way to the nearest American pris- 
oner of war camp. They have had 
enough and all they ask is that 
the tankers of the Fourth Ar- 
mored don’t shoot them. 


Fantastic War. 


It is a fantastic war up here. 
But the Fourth Armored is a fan- 
tastic outfit. I know, I’ve been 
with them for two days. 

This morning I came back from 
a close look at the Rhine and 
stopped in at headquarters for a 
cup of coffee. There I met Lt. 
Col. Hal Patton, son of Mrs. Trene 
Pattison of 1325 South Grand 
boulevard, St. Louis. 


“Where,” asked the Colonel, ex- 
ecutive offer of a combat com- 
mand, “have you been?” I named 
the town. “Somebody,” the 
Colonel smiled, “should have 
briefed you. But I guess we 
didn't know ourselves. We just lo- 
cated six kraut 105 howitzers 700 
yards from that road you traveled 
to get to that forward tank.” 

Nobody up here knows exactly 
where the remaining krauts are 
going to pop up. So the tankers, 
now that they have reached the 
Rhine, are having a field day 
scouting around mopping up 
enemy pockets before the river. 


It is all safe enough in daytime 
for gals like me, but the wooded 
stretches along the road will not 
be safe until the infantry on the 
flanks mops up to the river on 
the north and south. In the mean- 
time, the tough leather-helmeted 
tankers and the armored infantry 
boys of the Fourth Armored de- 
light in sitting up here with both 
flanks exposed, looking out over 
the Rhine, and chuckling to them- 
selves, as the prisoners of war 
pour in: “So they got us surround- 
ed again, poor bastards.”

N one of these islands the 
() cine day I finally got around 
to getting a month-overdue 
haircut. 

My barber was a soldier, barber- 
ing in a tent, and I sat fn an old- 
fashioned black leather Japanese 
barber chair he had dug up on 
the island. 

He had been trained in the con- 
versational school of barbering, 
and as he snipped gray locks fell 
about my shoulders and there came 
from him a tale of woe and un- 
kind fate as I have never heard 
in this world. 

This barber was Pfc. Eades 
Thomas, from Richmond, Ky., near 
gr yo in the horse country. 
In fact, Thomas was a horse train- 
er before the war and was never 
a barber at all. He just picked 
that up on the run somewhere. 

Well, Thomas has been in the 
Pacific 33 months. It began to 
look as though he might as well 
count on settling down for life, so 
some months ago he married a 
Scottish girl in Honolulu, Shortly 
after that he was shipped on out 
here, and he hasn't seen her since. 

The morning of the day that I 
sat in Thomas’ barber chair, the 
Army was sending a few Japanese 
prisoners back to Hawaii by air- 
plane. They had to have guards 
for them. So one of Thomas’ offi- 
cers told him he would put him 
down for the trip, and thus he 
could get a couple of days in Ha- 
waii to see his wife. 

The officer meant to kéep his 
word, but he had a bad memory 
for names. So when he went to 
write down Thomas’ name for the 
trip, he actually wrote another 
guy’s name, thinking it was 
Thomas. By the time Thomas 
found it out, it was too late. 

“IT could have cried,” he said. 
And I could have too. I felt so 
terrible about it I couldn't get it 
off my mind, and was telling it to 
an officer that evening. 

“Oh,” he said. “I happen to 
know about it. I'll go and tell 
Thomas right away and he won’t 
feel so bad. We got orders not to 
send the prisoners after all, so the 
whole thing was called off. No- 
body went.” 

Which is the kind of joy you 
get when you stop hitting yourself 
on the head with the hammer, but 
at least it’s better than if you 
kept on hitting it.

I am in 
the infantry and have been overseas for 
eight months. Recently I saw, for the 
first time since leaving the States, three 
copies of the Post-Dispatch, all Sunday 
editions. Needless to say, it was a real 
pleasure to read these and to reacquaint 
myself with the fine job you are doing. 

I am especially interested in your ar- 
ticles, editorials and reports on the burn- 

‘ing question of what to do with Ger- 
many after the war. I myself am a 
follower of the Dorothy Thompson- 
American Association for a Democratic 
Germany school of thought, and a vio- 
lent opponent of the Louis Nizer-Society 
for the Prevention of World War III 
point of view, and the closely allied ideas 
of Sumner Welles, Secretary Morgen- 
thau and what your correspondent 
termed the prevailing view of the coun- 


What I quarrel] with most is the inter- 
pretation of the history of Europe and 
modern Germany that these latter 
groups base their proposals on. I have 
an M.A. in history and have taught his- 
tory in high schools for nine years. 
Therefore, I feel that I have a certain 
amount of right to take exception to this 
interpretation. 

The lessons that I have learned from 
history are that, if the German people 
and their leaders from Charlemagne 
through the Kaiser (and note that I 
stop before Hitler) have waged war 
against mankind, it is equally true that 
the people and leaders of France, and 
the people and leaders of Russia, and 
‘even the people and leaders of Sweden 
have waged war against mankind. It is 
one-sided and unfair to list Charlemagne, 
Barbarossa, Frederick William the 
Great Elector, Frederick the Great, Bis- 
¢marck and the Kaiser, and to omit Louis 
XIV, Richelieu, Francis I, the leaders of 
the French Revolution, Napoleon and 
Clemenceau of France, Peter the Great 
and a majority of his successors to the 
Russian czardom, and Charles XII and 
Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden, 

All these rulers, supported by their 

eoples, waged wars of aggression and 

reed and domination. Therefore to say 
that, as Mr. Nizer asserts, “the German 

eople have ever been arch-conspirators 
against civilization” is to utter meaning- 
Jess tripe, exactly the same kind of ac- 
‘cusations, completely unfounded, as have 
‘been shouted by Herr Hitler against the 
democracies. 

In my tent on this barren rock of New 
Britain I have not right at hand the 
historical records, documentation and 
books to quote authority on this point. 
But there is plenty of it. 

This, of course, in no way absolves the 
present Nazi-controlled Germany and 
the German General Staff and their full 
and sole responsibility for starting the 
present conflict and “waging war against 
mankind and civilization.” I am merely 
trying to say that we should think twice, 
and think calmly, before we state a 
proposition and then twist history 
around so that it seems to support that 
proposition.

No Magic Carpet 


In order to preserve wartime gains in produc- 
tion, employment and income, certain leaders in 
the South are preparing to subsidize producers, 
Mississippi's State Government is talking about 
reviving a “Balance-Agriculture-With-Industry 
Plan” of the lush ’20s, the balancing to come 
from bonds sold by cities and counties to build 
factories to lease rent-free to operators. 
Georgia's State Agricultural and Industrial Board 
would like to spend $65,000,000 on 743 projects. 
Florida’s schedule is for $100,000,000 to go the 
same route. 

The wartime gains have been such that it is 
little wonder that the Southerners are eager for 
their continuance. A Georgia correspondent of 
the London Economist, writing on the Deep 
South (by which he means Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Louisiana, with Tennessee 
thrown in) increased its agricultural income 
from $675,000,000 in 1940 to $1,770,000,000 in 
1943, or 162 per cent. 

The gain in industrial employment in this 
normally depressed economic area had been 
even more spectacular. Shipyards sprang up 
from Savannah to New Orleans, and by the sum- 
mer of 1944 this new industry was employing 
over 175,000 workers, new aircraft plants about 
70,000 and munitions factories about the same 
—a total of 315,000 in three war industries! 

The feast-or-famine nature of the situation can 
be realized when it is remembered that five years 
ago the entire number gainfully employed in 
manufacture in the Deep South was about 669,- 
000, most of these spread among hundreds of 
small plants, most of which were in light manu- 
facture, The region does have the looming dan- 
ger of being forced to deal with 300,000 dis- 
placed war workers soon after V-E day, 

Unquestionably the Deep South needs to hang 
on to as much of its present prosperity as can 
take root there and have a healthy economic 
growth. But it must be real and healthy, rather 
than the result of subsidy hothouse growth. 
Formulas of the sort the Mississippians are try- 
ing to revive are characteristic of the easy ways 
out that economically depressed areas generally 
prefer to the painful path of attack on funda- 
mental problems. Such trick schemes grew like 
mushrooms in the early months of the Hoover 
depression; and most of them added to the debt 
but not the income of the cities, counties and 
states that had thought them the key to the door 
of prosperity. 

The situation in the Deep South is, to a less 
degree, true of the other states below the Mason- 
Dixon line. Not without reason did a committee 
of Southerners the President appointed a decade 
ago to study Southern problems conclude that 
the South is the nation’s Economic Problem 
No. 1, 

The committee report stressed the need for 
agricultural diversification, to end King Cotton's 
soll-exhausting reign; the redemption of land 
through soil conservation and of the farmers 
through long-range programs of assisted owner- 
ship; increased industrialization, to absorb the 
over-population of the mined-out and eroded- 
away farms; and emancipation of the South 
from the high freight rates, interest rates and 
tax rates which beset a colonial economy and at 
that time were causing an out-of-pocket cash 
drain from the South to other sections of a little 
more than one billion dollars a year. 

Reactionary politicians resented the realistic 
self-appraisal and denounced its authors as 
“traitors to their states,” but the diagnosis was 
true then and is true today. Not by trick sub- 
sidies or bribes to entrepreneurs in other sec- 
tions can the South prosper in the future, but 
only by attack on fundamental problems such 
as we have just outlined. There is no magic 
carpet to take the place of the hard and toil- 
some path. 
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A Boost for V-Mail 


Space on planes has become so restricted that 
use of an airmail stamp no longer guarantees 
that a letter to a soldier overseas will go by air, 
the Army postal service announces, and there- 
by gives a boost to more extensive use of V- 
mail. It needs a boost, for its use has been 
lagging in recent months, although it _is the 
only form of mail that always goes by plane. 

Soldiers complain that the space on the forms 
is too small and the writing is so reduced in size 
that it is difficult to read, yet they use V-mail 
much more than the home front does. Despite 
the drawbacks, V-mail has the advantage of sure 
delivery, in addition to speed, since originals are 
preserved until word comes back from the other 
side that the films have arrived safely. In cases 
where the film is lost or destroyed, a new film 
is made and sent across. 

Since one planeload of V-mail is equivalent to 
49 planeloads of ordinary mail, the services have 
good reason for urging wider use of this modern 
communication device.

Warning by Adm. Nimitz 

The war is going well on every front in the 
Pacific and Asiatic areas. The end is in sight 
in the fierce fighting for Iwo. With mopping- 
up operations on Luzon almost completed, Gen. 
MacArthur’s forces have invaded another island 
of the Philippines, this time Mindanao. After 
a large area of Tokyo was burned in a devastat- 
ing B-29 attack, similar punishment has been 
inflicted on Nagoya, aircraft center. After many 
disheartening setbacks in Burma, Allied forces 
are at last making real headway in pushing the 
Japs out. 

With all these victories in the _ record, 
it is not surprising to find the prophets of early 
victory over Japan again making themselves 
heard. | 

They will pipe down, however, if they con- 
sider carefully a fact which Fleet Adm. Chester 
W. Nimitz has just pointed out in San Francisco: 
the fact that while the American Navy rules the 
sea, 90 per centsof the Japs’ land force is still 
intact. This means a powerful enemy army is 
ready and waiting, a larger and stronger force 
than any the Allies can concentrate in the Far 
East now or for many months after the European 
war is over. The Jap fleet may be vanquished 
or permanently intimidated, but the Jap land 
soldier, as he proved at Iwo and in other grim 
battles, is a determined enemy who sells his life 
at a high cost. 

Like Germany, Japan cannot be defeated with- 
out invasion of her home soil. Even after re- 


sistance in the island empire has been crushed, 
there will remain formidable armies in China 
and Manchuria, perhaps the larger part of 
Japan’s land forces, to be defeated. His fleet's 
great successes haven't blinded Adm. Nimitz to 
the picture of the vast job still ahead. 
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How the Federal Ballot Helped 


Recently compiled figures on service men’s 
voting in the election of last November show 
that 2,700,000 of them used State absentee bal- 
lots, while only 100,000 used Federal ballots. 
Does this prove, as opponents of the Federal 
ballot in last year’s debate now are saying, that 
its adoption was unnecessary? 

A study of the facts and figures shows that 
a sweeping condemnation is not in order, despite 
the limited use of the Federal ballot by service 
personnel, 

A soldier or sailor would naturally prefer to 
use a state ballot, if he could get one, since it 
covered state and local offices, which the Fed- 
eral ballot did not. One purpose of the Federal 
ballot was to provide a substitute where the 
state ballot cowld not be obtained in time. There 
were two reasons for the limited use of the 
Federal ballot: (1) only 20 states authorized its 
use; (2) a complicated procedure was necessary 
to get it, for service men were required to show 
that they had applied for a state ballot and 
had not received one. In Texas, more service 
men.voted by Federal ballot than by state bal- 
lot, but this was exceptional. 

The best service of the Federal ballot was an 
indirect one: the stimulus its adoption gave the 
states to amend their voting laws to facilitate 
voting by service men. Figures presented in 
Congress the other day by Representative Bon- 
ner of North Carolina showed that seven states 
had no provision for absentee voting, or an in- 
adequate provision, when the debate began. 
After Congress had acted, all these states re- 
vised their statutes to make soldier voting pos- 
sible. Thirty-two other states, including Mis- 
souri, adopted amendments extending the time 
limit on ballots from inadequate periods to 45 


days or more. 


It is much preferable, of course, for the 
states rather than the Federal Government to 
handle absentee voting. Congress acted mainly 
because service men from many states seemed 
due to be disfranchised under the then existing 
state laws. Adoption of the Federal ballot pushed 
laggard states into action, and its use enabled 
a sizable number of soldiers to vote who could 
not otherwise have done so. Though its use was 
less than had been predicted, the results were 
all to the good. 
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UAW’s Vote 


The United Automobile Workers have voted 
by a nearly 2-to-l1 margin to retain the no- 
strike pledge. 

Unfortunately, the vote of the UAW members 
is partly nullified in recent violations of the 
pledge by some of its members in the crippling 
Detroit strikes. Too many members of other 
unions have similarly offended, all of which 
leads the Washington Post to conclude that 
“when a showdown comes, the no-strike pledge 
proves to have been .only a smoke screen” 
behind which 1944 work stoppages involved 
2,000,000 men and cost the loss of 8,230,000 man- 
days. That is, true enough, a small fraction of 
the total man-days worked. But the lost time 
has been multiplied in effect by its occurring 
so often at the most critical points in war 
industry. 

The vote of the UAW will be judged by deeds 
that match the words. 
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Vindication for Nisei 


We are glad to note the fact that, at long last, 
the Hood River (Ore.) post of the American 
Legion has agreed to restore to its “honor roll” 
the names of all but one of the 16 Japanese- 
American service men it voted to strike off the 
list of Hood River Countians in the United States 
Army, Navy and Marines. The sixteenth man 
had been dishonorably discharged from the 
Army, and so did not deserve to be restored. 

This is as it should be. The Hood River post’s 
bigoted proscription of men whose sole crime 
was their parents’ national origin deserved and 
received instant condemnation. A host of Ore- 
gonians, including the executive committee of 
the Oregon department of the Legion, insisted 
that this blemish be removed from the shield of 
their State. Leaders in other parts of the coun- 
try lamented the way it had violated the very 
freedoms for which the nation was fighting— 
freedoms for which these Nisei with millions of 
other GI Joes are venturing their lives. 

It would be even better to be able to applaud 
the Hood River post for recognizing its own 
error and making haste to correct it. Unfor- 
tunately, the restoration was ordered by Edward 
N. Scheiberling, the national commander of the 
Legion, on Jan. 19 and it was six weeks before 
the post agreed to undo its evil deed. Be this 
as it may, it is good that this expungement is 
itself to be erased. 
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Goebbels Copies ‘Churchill 


It is quite obvious where Dr. Goebbels got the 
inspiration for his latest effort to inspire the 
Germans to more and more resistance, in which 
he said: “We must fight them in the streets, in 
the forests, in our cities, at every street corner 
and in every house until they are bled white and 
cannot continue the struggle.” The words are a 
plagiarism of Winston Churchill's defiant speech 
after Dunkerque, which contained these ringing 
words: 

We shal] go on to the end; we shall fight 
in France, we shall fight on the seas and 
oceans, we shall fight with growing confi- 
dence and growing strength in the air, we 
shall defend our island, whatever the cost 
may be; we shall fight on the beaches, we 
shall-fight on the landing grounds, we shall 
fight in the fields and in the streets, we shall 
fight in the hills; we shall never sur- 
CEE. os « 


This recalls an episode in the life of Mark 
Twain, when Mrs. Clemens attempted to cure 
his habit of swearing by ripping out a few of 
his choicest oaths herself. Mark listened a 
while, then shook his head and said, “Livy, 
you’ve got the words all right, but not the tune.”

Perfectionists Peril the Peace 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


No peace machinery is fool-proof without the support of positive 
forces of public opinion, speaker says; the perfectionists did as 
much to keep us out of the League in 1919 as the isolationists, and 
we must not let this happen again; this is our last chance, he declares. 


From an Address by Dr. Raymond B. Fosdick, Before the 
League of Nations Association, in New York _ 


The League of Nations did not fail—the 
machinery that broke down before war 
came Was in governments and foreign of- 
fices, in public opinion and leadership, in 
courage and vision. No failure of the 
Covenant brought about the collapse in 
1939. It was a failure of the human spirit. 


This point is important as we take up 
once more the task of building new inter- 
national machinery. Some seem to have 
the idea that a world order can be devised 
which will be pretty well fool-proof against 
human failure. We tend to over-emphasize 
the importance of the device, and to under- 
estimate the part which patience and in- 
telligence and hard work must play, to 
make any device effective in avoiding ca- 
tastrophe. 

Our task is to create the best instrument 
we can make. But that is just the first step. 
No plan on earth can guarantee anything 
in the way of an orderly future unless be- 
hind it there are continually marshalled 
the positive forces of public opinion. The 
Covenant of the League of Nations, loyally 
supported by the people and governments 
of the world, was entirely adequate to see 
us through the difficulties of the 1930s. 


Dumbarton Oaks Merits 


t Dumbarton Oaks utilizes the ideas that 
proved successful at Geneva, such as the 
Assembly,, the small Executive Council, the 
permanent secretariat, the World Court. 


It also introduces some structural im- 
provements in those ideas,:and the plan as 
a whole is better adapted to the circum- 
stances we face in 1945. 


The United Nations charter is the foun- 
dation upon which the structure of a united 
world hag yet to be built. Once this docu- 
ment is agreed to, are we prepared loyally 
to see it through, to support it in good days 
and bad, in success and failure, in all the 
disappointments and discouragements of 
the years ahead? 

That is when the real test is going to 
come. If we place behind this new organi- 
zation the determination and the power 
which to the world’s infinite tragedy were 
denied to the League of Nations, it will 
Succeed. But if apathy and discourage- 
ment and selfishness once more gain the 
upper hand, this experiment will go down 
as another attempt—perhaps the last at- 
tempt—made by the race of men to avert 
a tiniversal doom, 


Perfectionists Are to Be Feared 


But first things come first. We have a 
problem to face here in this country in 
1945. The immediate question is the ratifi- 
cation of the United Nations charter. Can 
the isolationists defeat it? Personally, I 
am no longer afraid of anything the isola- 
tionists can do. Time has at last caught 


up with them—time and rocket bombs and ~ 


airplanes flying 500 miles an hour. 


The war against isolationism is really 
finished, although there is some mopping 
up still to be done. What remains is guer- 
rilla action—pockets of resistance here and 
there—sniping on the part of isolated strag- 
glers who still wear the old cause’s uniform, 


No, I am not afraid of the isolationists, 
but I am afraid of the perfectionists. I 
saw the damage they did in 1919. The Bat- 
talion of Death in the Senate was joined 
by many of the liberals in defeating the 


League of Nations. One group said the 
League was too good to be true; the other 
said it wasn’t good enough. This latter 
group aided in crippling the League of Na- 
tions at its birth. 


These perfectionists of 1919 didn’t like 
the Polish Corridor or Shantung to Japan. 
Many of the rest of us didn’t like some of 
those things, either. They were the result 
of compromises that are always incident to 
the settlement of involved and complex is- 
sues. But we refused to subscribe to this 
implied théory that unless a thing is per- 
fect, it is not worth fighting for. The only 
way to begin is to begin, 


That is just the way the constitutional 
fathers felt in 1787. They finally produced 
a document that was, as Madison said, “a 
bundle of compromises.” They had com- 
promised the issue of slavery; they had 
compromised the question of representa- 
tion; they had dodged the whole issue of 
the Bill of Rights. And when it was all 
done, they said to themselves: “The only 
way to begin is to begin.” 


Alternative to Doom 


Social advance is always a compromise 
between loyalties, and progress is achieved 
only when men have perspective enough to 
choose the larger loyalty instead of the 
lesser one. The United Nations charter is 
not going to be perfect. But if we insist 
on waiting until our own unilateral stand- 
ards of perfection have been attained, then 
the strategic moment will be gone, and it 
will be too late. Always in the affairs of 
men there is a clock that strikes the final 
hour. 


I believe that human intelligence is capa- 
ble of solving the unprecedented chaos 
which the world faces. And we shall solve 
it because we must. John Quincy Adams 
said of the Constitution of the United 
States that it had been “extorted from the 
grinding necessity of a reluctant nation.” 
That is the way most advances come in 
human society. More often than not it 
has been necessity—grinding necessity— 
which has furnished the spur for the step 
that had to be taken. 

That necessity is with us now—impera- 
tive necessity—presenting us with the al- 
ternative of a doom to which we will not 
consent, 


TRILLION-DOLLAR FOLLY 


From the Minneapolis Star-Journal, 

Best available estimates on the cost of 
World War II to date are that mankind 
has blown up, sunk or otherwise destroyed 
uselessly at least one trillion dollars’ worth 
of its real wealth. 


The figure divides roughly in half be- 
tween amounts spent on armaments and 
property destroyed incidental to the 
fighting. It does not, of course, include 
postwar relief and rehabilitation expenses 
ana such indirect costs, utterly unassess- 
able, as will yet arise from our economic 
disruption.

Two remarkable “set pieces” are the por- 
trait of her father during his last years, 
and the penetrating critical discussion of 
the modern British poets, presented as a 


conversation between two dead soldier- ~ 


poets of this war and the last. No one who 

reads the former is likely to forget it; no 

literary critic can afford to miss the latter.

Possessing the self-critical intelligence 
which Fascist critics regard as the germ 
of decay, she shows how much an intelli- 
gent person can suffer, both personally and 
sympathetically, and still remain an invio- 
late personality. She sees that pettiness is 
the obverse of the coin of human nobility, 
but she is one of those rare human spirits 
who can face the truth without succumb- 
ing to the weight of her despair. Her book 
is above all an honest one. 

Miss Jameson’s style, if a bit too fine, is, 
at least, fine. That is much in these days 
of hasty composition.

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Inter-American Balance Sheet 


HAT of the planned reor- 
ganization of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Union? 

Answer: The Pan-American 
Union is the mechanism of the 
inter-American system. No one 
knows just what the inter-Ameri- 
can system will .ook like after the 
coming United Nations Confer- 
ence at San Francisco. Certainly 
it will be stronger, not weaker, 
than before. If the San Francisco 
Conference is successful in set- 
ting up a world organization, then 
the inter-American system is go- 
ing to become a regional organi- 
zation under it. If—which God 
forbid—the San Francisco Confer- 
ence were to fail, the inter-Amer- 
ican system would have to be 
stronger, for it would become the 
chief instrument of our security. 

Thus, in any case, the Pan- 
American Union had to be en- 
larged and strengthened, even 
though it could not be given de- 
finitive form, 


A Problem in Economics. 


Were the economic arrange- 
ments made satisfactory to every- 
body ? 

Answer: To nobody. The ques- 
tion hadto be deferred for further 
discussion, Briefly, the situation 
is this: 

During the war, in order to ob- 
tain necessary war materials and 
insure the prosperity of our Latin 
American friends, the American 
Government has been buying from 
the other republics at high prices. 
Present contracts are not going 
to be renewed indefinitely. Latin 
Americans have been fearful lest 
thereby the props be pulled from 
under their whole economic struc- 
ture. 

The United States cannot con- 
tinue buying for a war that is 
over. Our delegation has, how- 
ever, offered to ease®off the let- 
down. In exchange, it has asked 
the Latin Americans to agree to 
a general reduction of tariffs and 
certainly not to create any new 
trade barriers. 


Uproar in Latin America. 


This last request caused an up- 
roar in Latin American circles. 
For these countries now believe 
that only rapid industrialization 
can raise them from the “colonial 
misery” in which their masses 
have been living. On this point,

Sgt. Carl W.Mitchell, now attached 
to the American military mission 
in Yugoslavia, was one of about 
300 American enlisted men and 
officers who, in January, 1944, 
along with British commandos, 
joined a band of Tito’s Partisans 
on the island Vis, off the Dalma- 
tian coast. Mitchell and the 
other Americans had been chosen 
from every branch of the armed 
services because they spoke one 
or another of the Slavic tongues. 
Thanks to his mother and grand- 
parents, Mitchell speaks both Cro- 
atian and Serbian. 


A Lifeline to Italy. 


When the group landed on Vis, 
it was the only lifeline between 
that part of Italy held by the Al- 
lies and enemy-held Dalmatia. 
The assignment of the mixed force 
was to harass enemy communica- 
tions and create the utmost de- 
struction and confusion by repeat- 
ed commando raids on the coast. 

The first night, the whole camp 
was at a movie when the Ger- 
mans, who had been tipped off by 
an agent on the island, staged an 
air raid. Fortunately, there were 
almost no casualties. From that 
moment on, there was never a 
dull moment. 

The group made a landing on 
the Dalmatian coast, using com- 
mando infiltration tactics, and 
stayed for three days near the 
town of Split. Immediately af- 
terward, Mitchell, an American of- 
ficer and a group of Partisans 
hid for six days in a cave on an 
island not far from Split. The 
Germans knew they were some- 
where on the island and a patrol 
would have taken them if it had 
not been for a warning given by 
a local boy. 


Devotion of Peasants. 


It was like that time after time, 
with the peasants never failing in 
courage and friendship. When 
Mitchell speaks about’ them, 
there’s a warm light in his eyes. 

“Oh, they know how to live, 
those people do,” he says. “You 
know, they sing and they dance 
and they drink and they like to be 
free. And they couldn't have been 
better to us. I mean that. They 
couldn’t have been better.” 

Of all the acts of sudden cour- 
ege and heroism that became com- 
monplace during the operations, 
Mitchell reserves his greatest ad- 
miration for that of Cpl. George 
Kalitsis of New York, a Greek- 
American who was born ia Ath- 
ens. Kalitsis, who wanted to go 
and fight for the liberation of 
Greece, never got a chance.

PUBLIC WANTS WORLD 
PACT, FD. R. IS TOLD 


Americans United Group Says 
People Will Tolerate No 
“Unreasonable Dallying.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 12.—Amer- 


icans United for World Organiza- 
tion released today and sent to 
President Roosevelt a compilation 
showing the “state of public sen- 
timent in the United States in 
favor of a strong and democratic 
world organization based on the 
Dumbarton Oaks proposals” as 


reflected by the attitude of 34 of 

the largest national] organizations, 

the major political parties and 
gress itself. 

An open letter to the President 
described the actions of these 
leading groups as _ representing 
“an overwhelming majority of the 
articulate opinion” of the coun- 
try. 

The same letter,, also sent to 
members of Congress and to the 
American delegation to the United 
Nations conference at San Fran- 
cisco, expressed the opinion that 
the American people, united as 
they are on this question, would 
“tolerate no unreasonable dally- 
ing” once the results of the San 
Francisco conference are before 
the Congress. 

According to the _ statement. 
American sentiment demands not 
only security from war but a 
forceful reassertion of the At- 
lantic Charter and provision in 
the San Francisco agreements 
for future amendment and im- 
provement of “the democratic and 
humane aspects” of the proposed 
world agency. 

Americans United urged that 
the San Francisco deliberations 
be in the spirit of “we, the peo- 
ple,” rather than the “high con- 
tracting parties.” It asked for 
the inclusion of a declaration re- 
garding the essential human 
rights, but emphasized that “the 
prime requisite of the world 
agency will be its power to act 
without delay in security matters 
under authority constitutionally 
granted in advance by the na- 
tions concerned.”

Donovan’s “crop dusting” on Bou- 
gainville and survival of a direct 
bomb hit om his carrier when he 
stood on the flight deck. 

With all their combat missions, 
both recal] most vividly the three 
typhoons their light carrier 
weathered, one of the storms be- 
ing so bad that three destroyers 
went down. Personnel of larger 
units of Admiral Halsey’s Third 
Fleet, to which the carrier was 
attached, referred to the pitching 
and rolling flat-tops as part of 
the “submarine fleet.” 

“Those typhoons were so bad 
we had to learn to walk with one 
foot on the deck and the other on 


the bulkheads,” Lt. Donovan de- 


clared. To which Lt. Hutcherson 
added: “And we had to tie our- 
selves in the bunks to sleep.” 

Lt. Hutcherson said the worst 
ack-ack he encountered was on 
daily “milk runs” over the Manila 
area to bomb ships in the harbor. 
“That harbor was full of ships,” 
he declared. “And I can truth- 
fully say that most of them are 
still there—on the bottom.” 

The antiaircraft fire thrown up 
by the cruiser and battleship he 
attacked off the northern tip of 
Luzon was also “pretty wicked,” 
he declared. He said he was too 
busy executing a certain maneu- 
ver to see whether his torpedoes 
hit the ships, the maneuver, as he 
described, it, being “to turn around 
and get the hell out of there.” 

Lt. Donovan said his “crop dust- 
ing’—flying low to spray Diesel 
oil over Japanese crops—was “a 
lot of fun because there was no 
air opposition.” He explained the 
Japanese garrison on Bougainville, 
cut off from supplies, depended 
on their gardens for food. “That 
oi] really killed the stuff, or if it 
didn’t, their carrots must have 
tasted funny,” he added. 

It was over Manila harbor, Lt. 
Donovan continued, that one Navy 
pilot “got tired of having a big 
Jap ship that was disguised to 
look like a @ospital vessel tossing 
gobs of ack-ack at us.” Two well- 
aimed bombs put the camouflaged 
ship out of commission, he -said. 

Both men paid tribute to a 
fellow pilot, Lt. Harold W. Borer, 
who was lost when he singly at- 
tacked a large enemy merchant 
ship off Formosa. He scored a 
direct hit, and for his “courageous 
and successful attack” he was 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross. He is listed as missing in 
action. His wife, Mrs. Lizette G. 
Borer, lives at Florissant.

AWOL in Brussels

BRUSSELS, March 11. 
Ha... around the M. P. station near the 


Gare du Nord, here, and you'll see the AWOL 
boys. There are a half-dozen brought in, 
every day. .Maybe half of them are boys who

days, because the 

town was so good 

to them. They’re 

sent back to their 

units where they 

catch extra guard 


duty for a while or 
confinement or oth- 
er routine punish- 
ment. From this 
mild type of AWOL, 
there’s a gap clear 
over to the serious 
offender who's been out from two to five months. 

Tonight, Corp. Josiah Jenkins of Wilkes Barre, 
Pa., is checking in four or five boys the M., P.s 
have picked up. Jenkins is an easy-going, slightly 
corpulent type with the same soothing slowness 
of a wise old police desk sergeant .who eases 
habitual offenders into some city jail. As he de- 
posits a soldier’s personal belongings in a manila 
envelope, and wraps the man’s belt around the 
package, just as a precaution against the fel- 
low’s getting morbid ideas in his cell at night, 
Corp. Jenkins lends a patient, sympathetic ear 
to the man’s tale of woe. It is always that the 
fellow got somehow detached from his outfit 
and was trying to beat his way back to it.

HERE IS a pair of pretty good Joes; they’ve 
only been AWOL five days. They left a re- 
placement center, and they say if they’d been 
able to slip through Brussels they'd have made 
it back to their outfit tomorrow. Their outfit 
is up in the line. 

Rather puzzled, you ask how come they prefer 
to be in line than to wait peacefuliy at a re- 
placement center? 

“Aw, you go nuts waiting. We want to get 
back with our guys.” 

Jenkins solemnly wraps up their pocket-knives 
and swastika souvenirs, and stuff. A small, 
whispery fellow, holding up his trousers with 
one hand, asks Jenkins if he can have an extra 
pair of shoelaces, from his envelope, to tie 
around his pants. Jenkins makes this allow- 
ance. The whispery fellow, who has a drawn 
face and dilated eyes, says, “Can't you let me 
talk to somebody, I'll do anything they tell me, 
just so I don’t have to go back in line. I can't 
take the line any more. I told my C. O, I couldn't 
take the line, I asked him a hundred times to 
give me anything else to do, I told him I couldn't 
take it.” The C. O. didn’t pull him out of line so 
finally he went AWOL. He’s been hanging out 
in Brussels for six weeks.

LEANING AGAINST the wall is a big lad in 
sailor’s clothes. He wears a sardonic poolroom 
smile, to tell the world nothing can break a 
tough guy like himself. He's a paratrooper. 
Got tired of it all, went on a long drunk, and 
stayed in Brussels three months. He isn’t ask- 
ing for any favors, yet. 

They’re picked up every day; Brussels is a 
favorite spot because it contains a confusion of 
British, Canadian, American troops and a con- 
stantly shifting population of men on short 
leave. Some of the long-time AWOL characters 
stay in uniform, others get into civilian clothes 
and shack up with some local girl. One was 
found passing as a civilian, crooning with a 
swing band in a local cafe.

OFTEN, THE money-changing business leads 
the AWOL boys to an Army finance office, and 
there they have to produce some kind of pass 
or orders to explain their presence in Brussels. 
They usually have forged papers, but they’re 
most often caught’ by such forgeries. 

Fantastic cases occur. One inventive lad, after 
escaping from two arrests, forged himself a set 
of papers declaring the bearer to be on a special 
mission for Gen, Eisenhower, assigned to investi- 
gate black market conditions. He was author- 
ized to wear civilian clothes when he saw fit, 
to requisition air, motor or rail transport, and 
to have a bodyguard detailed to him upon re- 
quest. No one had authority to question him. 
Finally, he added a most realistic touch—his re- 
sults in Brussels were to be submitted to a cer- 
tain lieutenant, named in the orders—a lieuten- 


ant who was actually known to the M. P.s in 


Brussels. 

The character, after having typed up this beau- 
tiful document in some basement, was tripped 
up by its very perfection. An RTO officer, to 
whom it was presented with a request for rail 
transport, became suspicious, and started an in- 
vestigation which resulted in the third arrest of 
the inventive AWOL ’er.

UMORS are that we are in for 
R another sugar shortage this 

summer. We hope it’s just a ru- 
mor, but there is one easy way 
of preventing shortage: use other 
sweets generously. And one sweet 
which also holds its own nutrition- 
ally is molasses. This knowledge 
is always comforting because I 
consumed a lot of molasses in my 
childhood and had an opportunity 
to learn just how delicious foods 
sweetened with molasses may be. 
Some modern cooks can’t believe 
this because they feel that any 
food using only molasses could 
have only a crude strong flavor. 
If you belong to this classification, 
don’t let your prejudice keep you 
from trying the following recipe. 


Molasses Ginger Cookies. 
Two and one-half cups sifted all 
purpose flour, one-half teaspoon 
soda, one-half teaspoon cream of 
tartar, one-half teaspoon cinna- 
mon, three-fourths teaspoon gin- 
ger, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
half cup shortening, one cup sug- 
ar, one egg (beaten), one-half cup 
molasses, one-half cup cold coffee. 
Sift flour, measure and resift 
with dry ingredients three times. 
Cream shortening, add sugar and 
cream until fluffy. Then add egg 
and molasses. Beat well. Add 
dry ingredients alternately with 
coffee. Drop on greased cookie 
sheets by half teaspoonfuls. Sprin- 
kle sugar on top and bake in a 
400-degree oven for 10 to 12 min- 
utes. About seven dozen cookies, 
BREAKFAST — Sliced oranges, 
poached eggs on whole wheat 
toast, pan-fried bacon, toast and 
marmalade.

The suit which uses a cape in- 
stead of a jacket is rated high in 
style circles. Some versions of 
the cape suit are quite tailored 
while others have an afternoon 
emphasis. Hip-length capes that 
match skirts are made of mannish 
woolens including gray flannel. 
They are cut with extreme sim- 
plicity, and so designed that they 
can be worn over printed dresses 
with contrasting skirts. Either 
long or short sleeved blouses are 
added when the costume is worn 
as a suit, but the long-sleeved 
blouse is recommended for tai- 
lored needs.

FRIDAY MORNING I had the 
pleasure of seeing Miss Loula 
Dunn, Commissioner of Welfare 
in Alabama, who is just leaving to 
visit Great Britain as one of the 
OWI speakers, I think Great 
Britain is making a very great ef- 
fort to bring about more knowl- 
edge of the United States and our 
people among her citizens. 

I recently had an opportunity 
to look over some of the courses 
conducted in the different grades 
in various English schools, to- 
gether with some compositions 
written by several youngsters on 
the United States which I thought 
were very interesting.

HERE are many ways to die— 
T lingering and loathsome, swift 

and terrible. We shudder at 
them all and try to fortify our- 
selves with endless drugs or 
philosophies. Yet we rarely rec- 
ognize or try to escape the worst 
and most common form which 
death may take, 


Once in a while, however, some 
human is brave enough to admit 
the truth. George Sand, the great 
French author, had such courage. 
Born in Paris in 1804 she en- 
tered a world which had little use 
for women save as ornaments or 
breeders. Until her death at 73 
she fought against the injustice 
of such a lot. Surrounded by bril- 
liant men and greatly gifted her- 
self she demanded the right to 
live on terms of equality with 
males, thereby setting society on 
its horrified ears.

BUT BY “equality” she didn’t 
merely mean suffrage or scandal- 
ous escapades. Her desire went 
far deeper. Have you seen the 
film, “A’ Song to Remember,” 
which portrays a part of her life? 
A fragile, Dresden doll beauty, 
she defied all conventions, mocked 
all false sentimentality and 
worked and dreamed and fought 
like a man though she paid for it 
with repeated heartbreaks. But to 
live ... to live life as freely and 
generously as was possible, re- 
gardless of the risks... that was 
George Sand’s constant prayer 
and her conception of equality. 
That was the philosophy which 
she at last expressed in eight 
words: “Not to use life — that 
alone is death.” , 


Many ways to die. But this re- 
fusal is the cruelest and most 
unnecessary of them all. Leprosy, 
polio, pneumonia, heart trouble, 
brain tumor, cancer—these and a 
thousand more ailments may de- 
moralize the flesh but no disease 
on earth can wreck the spirit as 
surely or subtly as your refusal 
to use life while you have it.

“NOT TO USE life—but how’s 
that possible?” In scores of ways, 
most of which seem not only 
harmless but actually commend- 

ble. Every time you evade a fine 
impulsive action because it may 
have unpleasant consequences you 
refuse to use life. Every time you 
play safe lest you be sorry, you 
choose death. What is life? Is it 
a number of days marked upon a 
calendar? No, life is a hunger of 
the soul, a succession of dreams, 
desires, adventures, experiments in 
being and giving. George Sand 
wanted life and she took it when- 
ever and wherever it was offered. 
She didn’t haggle or bargain. She 
didn’t reach out and draw back. 
She dared to see and risk action 
from every angle. She faced the 
consequences, She knew she would 
be laughed at, condemned and cast 


‘out. She knew she would be lone- 


ly, betrayed, cheated and abused 
by those she helped most. Yet to 
her life was worth whatever it 
might cost. The only great and 
enduring sin was to refuse to live 
life to the brim without whining 
or regret, 
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BUT HOW CAN George Sand’s 
strange code affect your life? It 
affects you in every thought and 
deed. All lives are alike in their 
basic elements. We all flame with 
ambition and cringe with fear, 
We all long for adventure yet try 
to escape it. We all fight against 
conventions and then hide behind 
them at the same time. That's 
life—George Sand’s or yours or 
mine.
